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TOWN TAXIS 
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Opening of new sports and leisure complex delayed again

THE opening of Harlow’s new 
multi-million pound sports and 
leisure centre has been delayed 
for the THIRD time. 

Leisurezone, in Southern Way, 
was scheduled to open to the pub¬ 
lic this month, but developers 
Leadbitter have now put back the 
building completion date until late 
April. 

A further four weeks will be then 
required following the handover of the 
complex to the Harlow Sports Trust to 
enable the building to be fully fitted 
out. 

It means the public will not be able to 
use the facilities until late May at the 
earliest. 

A spokeswoman for project co-ordi- 
nators The Gateway Partnership said the 
delay had come about despite the best 
efforts of the partner agencies. 

"While the further delay is deeply 
disappointing, the Gateway partners 
remain determined to ensure that quali¬ 
ty and safely are not compromised in 
any way and that the town has a high 
quality sporting and leisure facility of 
which it can be proud of for many years 
to come." 

The project was originally due to be 



completed in October last year but has 
suffered a series of setbacks. 

Bad weather forced the original open¬ 
ing date to be delayed to January of this 
year. Then a building inspection raised 
safety concerns over the installation of 
fire dampers, pushing back the estimat¬ 
ed completion date until this month. 


A joint statement issued by Harlow 
Council’s Conservative, Labour and 
Liberal Democrat leaders this week said 
they were extremely frustrated by this 
latest development. 

“Excitement has been building for 
the opening of Leisurezone and these 
further delays will come as a disap¬ 


pointment to residents too,” they said. 

“These delays are out of the partners’ 
hands and we have asked that once 
again our disappointment is registered 
with the contractors. 

“When Leisurezone opens, the town 
will have a high quality sports and

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Building works starts on town's new school 

WORK is now under way on the construction of 
Harlow’s new multi-million pound superschool. 

A ceremony was held on Friday to mark the 
start of work at the Tracyes Road site of the new 
Passmores School and Technology College. 

Representatives from Essex County Council 
and construction company Willmott Dixon 
were joined by Passmores headteacher Vic 
Goddard, head boy Mark Waters and head girl 
Alice Freeman. 

Work is expected to be completed in the sum¬ 
mer of 2011, with the school expected to wel¬ 
come its first batch of students in September of 
the same year. 

The state-of-the-art facilities will include a 
four-court sports hall, outdoor playing pitches, a 
four-court multi-use games area and an all- 
weather floodlit playing surface. 

Mr Goddard said: “Students and staff are all 
very excited about the potential the new school 
brings. It is great to see investment being put 
into education and I am sure that the new facil¬ 
ities will inspire our students for many years to 
come.” 

Stephen Castle, Essex County Council’s cab¬ 
inet member for education, added: “The new 
school will be a fantastic asset for Harlow and 
promises to provide a first class education for 
students.” 

Teen yob claims

RORY Brytz commited a burglary in Harlow two months 
AFTER he was given an ASBO, a court heard on Monday. 
Appearing at a separate hearing at Chelmsford Crown Court, 
Brytz admitted burgling a house in Ladyshot and breaching 
his ASBO at the same time by committing criminal damage. 
The court was told he broke into the address on November 5 
last year and stole a television, laptop and jewellery worth 
£800. 

Judge Roger Hayward-Smith sent Brytz to Ipswich Crown 
Court where he is currently awaiting sentence for six other 
burglaries carried out since his move to Suffolk.

A TEENAGE yob who 
was hit with an anti¬ 
social behaviour order 
returned to court this 
week to claim it was a 
breach of his human 
rights. 

Rory Brytz (18), formerly 
of Tanys Dell, Harlow, but 
now living in Suffolk, was 
given an ASBO by Harlow 
magistrates in September last 
year following a two-year 
campaign of hell-raising and 
harassment in and around The 
Stow. 

As a consequence, Brytz was 
banned from entering an area of 
the town bordered by First 
Avenue, Mistley Road, Mowbray 
Road, Howard Way, Minchen 
Road and Mardyke Road for a 
period of two years. 

But this week his lawyers told 
Chelmsford Crown Court that the 



exclusion zone was too large and 
claimed the terms of the ASBO 
were “excessive” as it prevented 
Brytz from spending time with a 
16-year-old friend. 

Robert Ward, representing 
Brytz, claimed his client’s human 
rights - specifically the “right to 
have the freedom to mix with 
whom he wishes” - had been 
breached by the order. 

Referring to the 16-year-old, 
who cannot be named for legal 
reasons but who also appealed 
against an ASBO imposed on him 
- Mr Ward added: “They lived 


close to each other [in Harlow] 
and would want to stop and say 
hello.” 

But Judge Roger Hayward- 
Smith, sitting with two justices, 
told the lawyer: “What about 
everyone else’s human right to be 
free of your client?” 

Sergeant Lewis Basford, of 
Essex Police, told the court that 
since the order was imposed, 
reports of anti-social behaviour 
from shops and homes in the area 
covered by the exclusion zone had 
fallen by 95 per cent. 

Gemma Spence, representing 


Essex Police, read statements to 
the court prepared for the original 
hearing by people living in the 
affected area identifying Brytz as 
a ringleader and describing 
groups of young people swearing, 
smoking cannabis and intimidat¬ 
ing residents. 

Further claims involved Brytz 
allegedly punching the glass of a 
shop, repeatedly stealing from 
another and members of his group 
being “high on drink or drugs”. 

The outcome of the appeal will 
be given at a hearing on a date yet 
to be fixed.

Council to call time on 
one hour free parking?

FREE parking at Harlow Town 
Park could soon be scrapped in a 
council review of charges across 
the town. 

Despite the introduction of fees at 
car parks in Old Harlow, The Stow, 
Bush Fair and the Town Park last year, 
the first hour remained free. 

But a new charge of 90p for the first 
two hours’ parking could soon be intro¬ 
duced at the Town Park - although the 
council said it had yet to reach a decision 
on when it would be implemented. 

Signs notifying motorists of the 
change were removed last week. 

Other proposals under consideration 
include increasing charges levied on 
those using car parks across Harlow by 
up to 10 per cent. 

This week Labour councillor Tony 



Durcan, whose group proposed abolish¬ 
ing the fees altogether in an alternative 
budget presented to the full council last 
month, blasted the plans. 

“I first thought this was a simple error 
but I was shocked to find out that the 


hour’s free parking is being reviewed,” he 
told the Star. 

“This shows that what the Tories say in 
public is different to what the do in pri¬ 
vate and is a sign of things to come across 
the town. 


“It was wrong for them to introduce 
car parking charges last year. It is obvious 
how opposed residents are to having to 
pay to park in our small neighbourhood 
shopping centres and at the Town Park. 

“Their only concession was to offer the 
first hour free and now Tories are set on 
taking even this away.” 

But Simon Carter, chairman of the 
council’s policy and resources commit¬ 
tee, said the council had deferred the 
implementation of new charges as “new 
opportunities” were being considered. 

“The council is keen to keep fees and 
charges to residents to a minimum,” he 
added. 

“Changes to car park charges were part 
of the budget and these charges were 
included in the budget reports. 

“We are constantly monitoring our 
budgets and seeking opportunities to 
reduce any impact of such charges. 

“As new funding is identified we will 
review charges and the possibility for 
reducing or removing them.” 


Trust to seek talks over claims 
of photo ban on works of art 


THE guardians of Harlow’s 
nationally recognised collection of 
public sculptures are seeking talks 
with the management of The 
Water Gardens after reports of 
security staff stopping people 
from photographing the works of 
art. 

Concerns have been raised by 
Harlow Civic Society and the 
Friends of Harlow Sculpture that 
residnets and visitors to the town 
have been prevented from taking 
photos of the four sculptures in the 
Water Gardens complex. 

And Harlow Art Trust, which 
owns the works that include Henry 
Moore’s Upright Motive No 2 
(pictured right) and Rodin’s Eve, 
has not ruled out moving them to 
sites elsewhere in the town. 

Jackie Storey, chairman of 
Friends of Harlow Sculpture, 
descibed the situation as “ridicu¬ 
lous”, especially since Harlow has 
acquired sculpture town status. 

“You cannot prevent people tak¬ 
ing photos on public land but since 
it was developed the Water 
Gardens has become private land,” 
she said. “So they can stop people 



if they want to which is ridiculous. 

“They are owned by Harlow Art 
Trust with the whole ethos that the 
sculpture would be available for 
residents and visitors to see. That’s 


why it’s called a sculpture town.” 

A spokeswoman for Harlow Art 
Trust said they had only recently 
been made aware of the problem. 

“This is of concern to the trust 
and action will be taken in the 
coming weeks to discuss the issue 
with the Water Gardens manage¬ 
ment,” she said. 

“Harlow’s collection of post¬ 
war sculpture is unrivalled and 
ensuring full public access to the 
collection is of paramount impor¬ 
tance.” 

However, Water Gardens man¬ 
ager Beryl Murphy denied there 
was a policy to stop people taking 
photographs.“We recognise that 
they are of public interest,” she 
said. 

“To my knowledge, no-one has 
been asked to leave the site or stop 
taking photos. It may be that there 
has been a situation where our 
staff have said someone cannot 
take photos without permission. 

“From a security point of view 
we do ask that, out of courtesy, 
groups do ask us and let us know 
what they’re doing because it is 
private land.”

Star this week: “It will undoubt¬ 
edly fold. Albert is an awfully 
big man for someone to take 
over from. 

“It takes a lot of time and it’s 
not an easy thing to do. My wife 
has been handed everything but 
we are a working family and we 
don’t have the time. 

“We are having trouble trying 
to get someone to run it and at 
the same time there are outside 
agencies trying to muscle in and 
take over. 

“But it’s a volunteer group 
and always has been.”

Mr Hobdell, who has chaired 
the group since 2001 but 
resigned because of health prob¬ 
lems, said he hoped a successor 
would come from within the 
current membership. 

“I’m confident Neighbour¬ 
hood Watch will go on as long 
as the people of Harlow need it,” 
he said. 

“Many people think that 
because it’s all for nothing and it 
doesn’t have a big budget that it 
won’t last. Besides, I won’t sim-

ply walk away.” 

Police have recently suggest¬ 
ed two officers take control but 
this option is not favoured by 
group members. 

“Eight years ago the police 
told us we have to run it our¬ 
selves,” said Mr Hobdell. “Since 
then it has gone from strength to 
strength. 

“Besides, we’re constitution¬ 
ally independent so unless that 
is repealed we could not accept 
that.” 

Mr Hobdell has won various 
awards for his work in the com¬ 
munity and has agreed to stay on 
in an advisor capacity.

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Schools to be sent DVD to 
help beat classroom bullies 


A NEW anti-bullying DVD is to 
be sent to every school in Essex. 

The teaching pack and DVD, 
titled The Last Laugh , has been 
developed to present the findings 
and recommendations made by 
the Essex Youth Scrutiny 
Committee on bullying and to 
help stimulate discussion in 
schools on the subject. 

Last summer the EYSC con¬ 
sulted over 1,600 young people at 
events across Essex and discov¬ 
ered that bullying was the issue 
that caused the most concern. 

The EYSC then carried out 
further investigations into bully¬ 
ing and produced a report with 


12 recommendations, which was 
endorsed by members of Essex 
County Council’s scrutiny board. 

The teaching pack and DVD 
has been designed as a unique 
way of feeding back the out¬ 
comes of the review and present¬ 
ing the recommendations made.

Town leading 
the way in 
tackling sale 
of alcohol to 
youngsters 

THE number of licensed 
premises in Harlow selling 
alcohol to children has 
continued to drop, according 
to research carried out by the 
Community Alcohol 
Partnership. 

Latest figures how that 8.3 
per cent of the town’s off- 
licences, shops and 
supermarkets failed test 
purchases during the past 
year, compared to 11 per cent 
in 2008/9. 

In 2007/8 the test purchase 
failure rate in Harlow stood 
at a massive 35 per cent. 
Taking into account that all 
60 of Harlow’s off-sales 
premises were targeted for a 
test purchase check at least 
once during 2009/10, the 
improvement in compliance 
with the law is one of the 
best in Essex. 

Councillor Nick Churchill, 
chairman of Harlow 
Council’s licensing 
committee, said: “The health 
risks to young people from 
the regular consumption of 
alcohol are very significant. 

“I know this is a very 
important issue and that 
councillors will take 
whatever action is necessary 
against any premises that 
come before a licensing sub¬ 
committee for selling alcohol 
to underage persons. 

“More and more premises 
are getting the message that 
selling alcohol to children it’s 
not worth the risk." 

The partnership - made up of 
representatives from Harlow 
Council, Essex Trading 
Standards and Essex Police - 
will continue its work this 
year by shifting its focus to 
preventing adults buying or 
providing alcohol for 
children to take out with 
them. 

Cllr Churchill added: “We 
are leading the way in Essex 
with this work. What has 
been achieved by the 
partnership so far is 
exceptionally good, but this 
is only one part of the jigsaw. 
“We will introduce new 
measures to tackle the other 
two main routes where young 
people get alcohol and will 
do whatever we can to stop 
adults buying or providing 
alcohol for children.” 


Thug beat up cabbie 
in road rage attack 


A THUG who assaulted a 
cab driver in a road rage 
attack has been spared 
jail. 

Lewis Eley (22), formerly 
of London Road, Harlow, 
blocked the road so he could 
beat up Anthony Spellacey 
after the cabbie dropped off a 
mother and son at a doctor’s 
surgery in Church Langley. 

Chelmsford Crown Court was 
told that Eley passed the cab on 
the nearside at a roundabout in 
Church Langley Way, causing Mr 
Spellacey to sound his horn. 

The defendant replied with a 
hand gesture and repeated blasts 
on his own horn. 

Emma Nash, prosecuting, said 
Eley then followed the cabbie to 
the surgery car park, blocked the 
exit with his own vehicle and ran 
over to Mr Spellacey’s Ford 
Mondeo and attacked him. 

One witness said they heard the 
noise of Eley’s ferocious blows as 
they connected with the victim’s 
head and body, while another 
described the defendant as an 
“absolute psycho”. 

Mr Spellacey was left covered

in blood from two head wounds 
which needed to be glued together. 

Ms Nash said he also suffered 
bruising and started to experience 
migraines. As a result he had to 
have a series of neurological tests 
including a brain scan. 

Russell Robinson, representing 
Eley, said in mitigation he was 
genuinely remorseful, adding that 
the attack had been “a flash in the 
pan”. 

Passing sentence, Judge Anth¬ 
ony Goldstaub said road rage was 
unacceptable and would normally 
merit an immediate custodial sen¬ 
tence. But he took into account the 
fact that Eley, who had pleaded 
guilty to the charge, had no previ¬ 
ous convictions . 

He imposed an eight-month jail 
sentence suspended for two years, 
a three-month driving ban and 
ordered the defendant to pay his 
victim £1,000 compensation. 

He also ordered Eley to pay a 
£100 fine, placed him on proba¬ 
tion for 12 months and told him he 
would have to complete 100 hours 
of unpaid community work.

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Jenny's story 


I convinced myself that the results 
were inaccurate and I would get 
a call the next day telling me it 
was wrong. The call never came. 


I T is now a year since I was 
given the all clear. Although I 
faced a real rollercoaster of 
emotions, I look back and realise 
how fortunate I was to be treated 
by the great team at Epping 
Breast Unit and staff at Princess 
Alexandra Hospital. 

The state-of-the-art procedures 
that are undertaken every day in 
the NHS are amazing. Even since I 
was diagnosed in October 2008, 
the developments in the detection 
of breast cancer have already 
advanced. 

On hearing about the new 
procedure to aid a speedier 
diagnosis of breast cancer in the 
armpit lymph nodes, I can already 
see the benefits for women going 
through similar surgery. 

I previously enjoyed a fairly 
energetic and active life, my 
family being a fundamental and 
important part of my routine. Like 
every other woman over 50 I knew 
that routine mammograms were 
par for the course. I went about 
my day as normal and attended 
the scan, not really thinking about 
the consequences. 

Having been recalled a second 
time in late September due to an 
unclear finding, I was then sent to 
St Margaret's Hospital for an 
ultrasound and biopsy. Although I 
remained positive throughout the 
wait, my concerns were confirmed 
in late October - the test results 
showed I had breast cancer. I 
convinced myself the results were 
inaccurate and I would get a call 
the next day telling me it was 
wrong. The call never came. 

On the day of my surgery to 
remove the breast cancer and see 
if the disease had spread to my 
armpit nodes, I woke up early and 
went about my daily routine. No 
matter the outcome, I was not 
going to let this surgery hinder my 
lifestyle. 

I woke up from the surgery; I had 
had the lump and some of my 
lymph glands removed. They had 
been sent to be tested. Despite 
having a major operation I was 
feeling remarkably sprightly. 

I understand the procedure has 
now changed and PAH is one of 
only four in the country to offer a 
new test so patients know the 
results of the lymph node test 
when they wake up. If a positive 
result, the affected nodes have 
been removed and further 
treatment is discussed. However, 
if negative then the patients are 
told immediately the cancer has 
not spread beyond the original 
site. It is such a breakthrough in 
breast cancer detection. This 
approach really enables women to 
feel in control of their future 
treatment. 

With having such extensive 
surgery in my armpit, I was 
admitted to the hospital for four 
days. I recognised this was part of 
the process so busied myself 
reading, watching TV and

entertaining visitors. 

I then had to wait two-three weeks 
before I knew the results. I 
remained positive whilst waiting 
for the results, although I can say 
hand on heart it was a difficult 
time in my life. 

Early December was a blur but I 
was intent on making it a 
memorable family Christmas. 
Although my family knew the 
results of the earlier tests, I did 
not want them to see the anxiety 
and concern I was really feeling. I 
went about Christmas 
preparations as normal. 

It was the week before Christmas 
when the results came back. I 
remember my consultant calling 
me into his room. I was trying to 
read his body language and facial 
expressions to pre-empt what he 
was about to say. All I recall 
hearing him saying is “The results 
came back negative". 

The relief just flooded over me. 
Whilst I had remained upbeat 
throughout the whole episode, it 
was reassuring to hear those 
words. No more cancer in the 
surrounding tissue or the lymph 
glands. 

I did have to undergo further 
treatment to kill the cancer cells 
located on the original tumour. 
However, knowing that this was 
localised and had not spread made 
it all the easier. I remained full 
time at work whilst my 
radiotherapy took place. 

Although I experienced some 
complications from the surgery 
under my arm, I have continued to 
live a rewarding and fulfilling life. 
Although I hope my cancer never 
returns, I can not predict the 
future and so live every day to the 
full. 


PAH one of only 
four to offer a 
new cancer test 

MEDICS at Harlow’s Prin¬ 
cess Alexandra Hospital have 
helped to pioneer a radical 
new test to detect the spread 
of breast cancer in a single 
operation. 

The sophisticated procedure, 
which has undergone a six-month 
trial at PAH, means patients no 
longer have to wait two weeks to 
be told if the disease has spread 
into the armpit nodes. 

The immediacy of the findings 
means any affected nodes can be 
removed straight away by the sur¬ 
geon whilst the person is in theatre. 

The 40-minute test is conducted 
on an armpit lymph node which is 
removed at the start of the operation 
and sent to the pathology depart¬ 
ment. If evidence of cancer is found, 
the remaining lymph nodes are 
removed whilst the patient is anaes¬ 
thetised as a precautionary measure. 

Previously, a second operation 
would have been required to remove 
the remaining lymph nodes which 
would then be examined, a procedure 


which would have taken several days 
to reach a result. 

The trial was led by Dr Jolanta 
McKenzie, PAH’s clinical director 
for cancer and core services, who 
said: “We have been privileged to be 
the first of four hospitals to introduce 
this very sophisticated test. 

“It means we can instruct the sur¬ 
geon on the next step depending on 


the outcome of the test. It really is a 
fantastic innovation for the NHS, one 
that will save patients a great deal of 
stress and anxiety and for us valuable 
resources and time.” 

PAH is the only site in the south of 
England to pilot this new technology. 
The intention is to roll it out nation¬ 
ally using the hospital as an example 
of best practice.

We can't splash out 
on 'free' swimming 



SIR, Bob Stannard appears to presume, 
wrongly, that Leisurezone charges are 
made by Harlow Council and suggests 
over 60s should swim and exercise free 
( Letters , March 11). Harlow & District 
Sports Trust, which operates the current 
sports centre, will operate Leisurezone. 
Gordon Brown’s handout to over 60s 
and under 16s, whereby taxpayers 
subsidise swimming in local authority 
pools, was a political gesture dressed up 
as tackling obesity. Most under 16s 
already swim free in school pools and 
the problem of over 60s obesity needs 
tackling much earlier in life, although 
better late than never. 

The sports trust, Harlow Council and 
Bill Rammell did look at whether the 
Leisurezone pool qualified. It does not 
as it is not owned or run by the council. 
Many councils that accepted Brown’s 
shilling find his generosity falls short of 
the real cost, like free bus travel. This 
costs Harlow £1.6m a year but we get 
back just £600,000, leaving Harlow’s 
council tax payers to fund the remaining 
£lm. 

Harlow’s over 60s (or those on certain 


benefits) can obtain a free Leisurecard 
from Harlow Council, accepted by the 
sports trust, which gives significant 
discounts. Children’s and students’ fees 
are also discounted and under 3s are 
free. 

If the £20m that Harlow Council had in 
reserves 15 years ago had not been 
squandered by Labour, perhaps this 
Conservative administration could 
consider lavish gestures. But it was, so 
we can’t. 

Harlow’s council-run pool was costing 
ratepayers over £lm a year before it 
succumbed to a combination of age and 
neglect. Costs like that would wipe out 
the sports trust. 

I hope people will wait until Leisurezone 
opens and see what a fantastic facility 
this is before the moaners and nay¬ 
sayers start running it down as so often 
happens here. 

Leisurezone is a great example of how 
Harlow is facing up to the challenges of 
the 21st century.

The manor house that 
left its mark on town

A new book 
charting the 
remarkable 
history of a Harlow 
manor house will be 
launched on Saturday. 
A History of Mark Hall 
Manor traces the origins 
of the once-sprawling 
estate to Roman Britain 
and tells the story of its 
evolution up to its present- 
day use as home for The 
Museum of Harlow. 


The book’s editor, Hazel 
Lake, told Nostalgia how its 
long history came to shape 
the creation of the new town 
of Harlow. 

“The last family to own Mark 
Hall Manor was the 
Arkwrights,” she said. “The 
Arkwrights had scooped up 
several local estates including 
Little Parndon and 
Netteswell. Richard 
Arkwright, who was the son 
of Sir Richard Arkwright, the 
inventor of the factory 


system, bought it in 1819. 
“That is why Harlow is here. 
It was much easier to buy the 
new town area because more 
than half of the land was 
owned by the Arkwrights and 
they were willing to sell in 
1947.” 

Rare maps, sketches and 
family trees have been 
faithfully reproduced and 
created by the Friends of 
Harlow Museum to add to the 
often tumultuous story of the 
manor, which includes details 
of its first named owner - a 
Saxon free man called Emulf. 
His name is recorded in the 
Doomsday Book, along with 
notes of a manor on 30 acres 
of land, four slaves, woodland 
for 300 pigs and another 35 
acres of meadow. 

Centuries later, Elizabeth I 


visited the manor - which 
stood between the museum’s 
present location and St 
Mary’s Church - no less than 
three times between 1571 and 
1578. 

The last manor house was 
built on the site in the 18th 
century but was destroyed in 
a fire in 1947. Some 100 
Land Army girls who were 
staying there escaped 
unharmed but the manor 
house was gone forever. 

All that remains is the stable 
buildings which today house 
the museum. 

0 The book launch will be 
at the museum, in 
Muskham Road, from 2.30- 
5pm. Copies will be on sale 
for £10 and there will also 
be an exhibition and light 
refreshments.

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Brave Carlos (7) 
is hailed a hero 



A SEVEN-year-old boy in 
America has been hailed 
a hero after calling police 
three armed robbers 
broke into his home and 
threatened to shoot his 
parents. 

Quick-thinking Carlos barricaded himself 
and his six-year-old sister in the bathroom 
while the attackers held his mum and dad 
at gunpoint. 

Grabbing a phone, the brave 
youngster dialled the emergency 
number 911. He told the operator: 
“There’s some guy who’s going 
to kill my mum and dad. Bring 
some cops, a lot of them - and 
bring soldiers, too.” 


The robbers then broke into the bathroom and 
demanded to know who terrified Carlos had 
been talking to. 

When he told them he had called the local 
sheriff’s office, the men ran off without stealing 
anything. 

Captain Pat Maxwell, of the Los Angeles 
Police Department, said: “If not for the brave 
and educated actions of this seven-year-old 
boy, this might have ended tragically.” 

Carlos later got to meet the woman who took 
his emergency call. He gave her a hug and 
they both talked to local reporters about what 
had happened. 

Carlos said he managed to stay so calm 
because his mum had made him practise 
calling the police in case there was ever an 
emergency.

Recognisable by the new bumpers front 
and rear, more aggressive grille and a 
refreshed lighting arrangement, the 
Fiat Punto Evo stands out quite 
uniquely and deserves to be considered 
alongside its mainstream rivals. MATT 
JOY takes it for a test drive 


N o-one has a reputation for 

building small cars quite like 
Fiat. For starters, they 
created possibly the most iconic 
small car of all time in the shape of 
the 500. 

It also created the template for the 
modern supermini which has 
remained in place ever since with 
the 127, thanks to the front- 
mounted transverse engine with an 
end-on gearbox driving the front 
Latterly, the Grande Punto has 
taken over the mantle of these 
iconic cars, and with its mini- 
Maserati styling it has won plenty 
of fans. However, the competition 
is at its fiercest in the supermini 
segment, which is where the Punto 
Evo comes in. 

Recognisable by the new bumpers 
front and rear, more aggressive 
grille and a refreshed lighting 
arrangement, the Punto Evo is a 
nose-to-tail makeover, with the 
biggest changes happening under 
the skin. 

The changes on the outside are 
distinctive though: with the grey 
insert in the bumper, it's worth 
thinking carefully about the body 


colour to make the most of the 
contrast. The Punto Evo now 
stands out more clearly against the 
competition. 

Step inside and the changes to the 
cabin are immediately obvious. 

The centre console has been 
slimmed down which has freed up 
more storage space ahead of the 
gear lever. The new audio system 
has an attractive piano black finish 
surrounding it, nd the quality of 
the switches has taken a step up. 
The specification is impressive, 
too, with all models bar the entry- 
level Active model being 
compatible with Fiat’s Blue&Me 
TomTom unit. As well as being a 
low-cost sat-nav system, Blue&Me 
takes data from your journeys and 


allows you to improve the 
efficiency of your driving through 
assessments, all of which are 
obtained through the Fiat website. 
Yet even the Active comes with a 
height adjustable driver’s seat, 
reach and rake adjustable steering 
column, electric windows, body 
coloured heated and electrically 
adjustable door mirrors, MP3- 
enable CD/tuner with steering 
wheel controls and a driver’s knee 
airbag, something that few 
superminis have even as an option. 
The seats have been redesigned, 
giving a useful boost in comfort, 
and changes under the skin also 
help here. The stiffness of the body 
structure has been increased, the 
engine mountings have been 


revised to reduce vibration and 
there is also more sound proofing, 
adding up to a significant 
improvement in refinement and 
comfort. 

But the real headline maker for the 
Punto Evo is the addition of the 
MultiAir engine range. As 
fiendishly complicated and 
technical as an engine can be, the 
MultiAir system uses 
electrohydraulic intake valve 
actuation as opposed to purely 
mechanical, and with a clever ECU 
to control this it results in a 
significant boost in torque, power 
and fuel economy over an 
equivalent engine. 

Fiat claims a 10 per cent reduction 
in fuel consumption and CO 2 


emissions alongside a 10 per cent 
power boost and 15 per cent 
increase in torque - the holy grail 
of engine efficiency You’ll notice 
the efficiency improvements in 
your wallet, but the boost in output 
you can feel out on the road. 

For a 1.4-litre 105bhp unit it feels 
remarkably torquey, being happy to 
lug from low revs in a high gear 
and with respectable urgency too. 
Conversely, it’s also incredibly 
keen to rev. Although it will do 
nothing for fuel economy, it is 
happy to zing around to 7,000rpm, 
making an engaging sound along 
the way 

The figures back up this keenness 
,too, with the 0-62mph sprint 
despatched in 10.8 seconds, better 
than most of its comparable rivals. 
The rest of the driving experience 
backs it up and although the Punto 
Evo is not a sharp as the class¬ 
leading Fiesta, its keenness is 
tangible through all the controls, 
and whether trundling through 
traffic or out on the scenic route, 
the steering, brakes and gearshift 
are all above par. 

Comfort isn’t sacrificed either, as 
the improvements in the sound 
proofing and suspension set up 
have yielded good results. 

The Punto Evo is a much improved 
car and deserves to be considered 
alongside its mainstream rivals. 
The MultiAir engine is a real gem, 
and changes elsewhere have raised 
its game to new levels.
